could get to the jury room, sign the 
verdicts and get back. 
After hearing 
the evidence some of the jurors ex­ 
pressed regret that they couldn’t do 
more. 
The case was one of th most aggra­ 
vated white slave charges ever heard 
in the federal courtroom here. 
The 
victim of the slavers was Falsie Brum­ 
by. 
She was not even mature for 14 
years and she told her story from the 
witness chair with trembling lips. 
The three “slavers” were Edward 
J. King, George Murphy and Louise 
Miller. 
The 
wtoman 
is 
the 
girl’s 
mother. 
King and Murphy are con­ 
fessed pickpockets. 
With the woman 
the two pickpockets brought the girl 
from Chicago to Kansas City. 
The 
girl said on© of the men had prom­ 
ised to marry her when she got here. 
The mother was the “affinity” of the 
other pickpocket. 
When the four got to Kansas City 
the mother took her daughter and 
went out on the streets, the men and 
the women living off the ill-gotten 
money. 
The man who had promised 
to marry the girl didn’t 
Then the 
police caught the two and the arrest 
of the men followed.

William 
Lynch, the latter formerly city coun­ 
selor 
of 
Sedalia, 
who 
prosecuted 
the case, denounced the “unnatural 
mother” in terras as strong as the 
court ever heard. 
The plea of the 
attorneys for the slavers fell upon 
deaf ears. 
W’hen Judge Van Valken- 
burgli came to give the instructions 
lie said:

“The White Slave Act is one of 
the best laws on the statute hooks.” 
The mother sat through the trial 
and the argument unmoved by the 
side of the two pieki»ockets. 
She ex­ 
pressed no emotion whatever—even 
when the daughter told the story of 
her shame and the mother’s part in it. 
When Mr. Lynch, in a passionate 
plea to the jury, said: 
“Put this unnatural mother where 
the daughter never again will fall in 
her clutches,” the woman sat uncon­ 
cerned—much more so than specta­ 
tors in the courtroom.

Several inquiries have come to the 
office the p ist five or six weeks rela­ 
tive to a dark colored grass that 
grows along fence rows, and among 
wild grasses and weeds. 
Some have 
thought it to he Johnson grass. 
The 
best information that I can get is 
that it is Si^dan grass, and is said to 
have a feeding value about the same 
as timothy, and that where it is prop­ 
erly handled it is a very h e a v y pro­ 
ducer. It is much like Johnson grass, 
except that it does not spread by root 
stalks, which with Johnson, grass is 
its

feature.

Inoculating Alfalfa. 
I wa£ out to see John Fisher’s new 
alfalfa the other day, and if there is 
a possible criticism that could bo of­ 
fered it would he that the stand is 
too 
heavy. 
He secured dirt from 
where sweet clover was growing and 
sowed it carefully over the field and 
harrowed it in and then sowed the 
seed. 
He had done some plowing 
along one side of the patch and had 
plowed up some of the plants. 
The 
plants w ere perhaps from six to eight 
inches in height, but a great many 
nitrogen 
feathering 
nodules 
were 
found on the roots of every plant. 
I think I never saw’ a more perfectly 
inoculated field as young as Uiat one 
is. 
Wheat. 
I was in a field of wheat Friday 
that was sown on F r id a y and Saturday 
before the Fair. This field is as bad­ 
ly infested with Hessian fly as any I 
have examined. 
The owner intended 
using it for pasture, then in late win­ 
ter plowing it under to growr some 
other crop. 
Another Held adjoining this one 
that was sown perhaps the 
week 
after the fair appears to be entirely 
free from the pest. 
Hog Cholera. 
There are a great many having hog 
cholera again, and some reports of 
carelessness in the m atter of dispos­ 
ing of bodies and some 
especially 
with 
reference to cleaning up the 
premises have been reported. 
I do 
not believe, however, that Pettis coun­ 
ty has a case similar to a report that 
I received in Saturday morning s mail 
from Atchison county. 
They desired 
me to report the situation to the 
state veterinarian. 
Some time ago I 
sent a copy of the law* to this same 
party, and he says that around this 
man’s premises h*» often finds the car­ 
casses of hogs; and since the offend­ 
ing party is constantly shipping in 
hogs for feeding, he is very careless 
in the matter and allows his hogs to 
eat the dead ones. 
I feel very cer­ 
tain that there is no such a case as 
this in Pettis county or one that any- 
w here near approaches it. 
With the 
efforts that have been put forth and 
the agitation relative to it we are 
Incoming more familiar with it ay 
of the time with steps that arc neces­ 
sary to take to hold the disease with­ 
in reasonable bounds. 
The Serum Treatment. 
The serum treatment is only a tem- 


cholera, any more than we are free 
from smallpox and such other dis­ 
eases at this time. Yet it is certain­ 
ly very true that if we did not em­ 
ploy strict sanitary methods art-d force 
rigid quarantine measures and em­ 
ploy every other means, that these 
diseases 
would 
be very Rrevalent 
among us all the time. 
In summing up we might say that 
the great safeguards are, coirect feed­ 
ing with plenty of clean water to 
drink, sanitary quarters 
that 
are 
changed once in awhile awd prevent­ 
ing 
hogs from having too wide a 
range, and perhaps the uae of serum 
when an outbreak is imminent, burn 
every carcass of every animal that 
dies upon the farm. 
If there are no 
dead animals on your farm no germ- 
laden buzzard will come up it. If all 
carcasses are thoroughly burned nei­ 
ther will dogs be likely to carry the 
diease, which under the other condi­ 
tions is no doubt done a great many 
times. 
I am just in receipt of a communica­ 
tion offering to send a road grader 
and drag for demonstration purposes 
in the county. 
A further report of 
the matter should appear following 
the advisory council as to places and 
dates for demonstration.

One of the best ways to disinfect 
is where a lot can be plowed so as 
to break it up and grow a crop on it 
at least for one season. 
This would 
be on premises where hog cholera 
had been. 
Sunshine is the greatest 
known disinfectant, yet there are a 
great many places where we keep 
hogs that cannot be plowed and we 
must resort to some of the commcr 
cial disinfectants. 
Air-slaked 
limb 
and the various dips that are on the 
market, carbolic acid and a number 
of others may be used, so that cleanli­ 
ness and sanitation on the premises 
where hogs are kept is another funda­ 
mental that positively must be ob­ 
served. 
In matters of this character 
we too often find people practicing 
a false economy. 
“There is an econ­ 
omy that tends to poverty,” and this 
is the kind sometimes practiced in this 
matter. 
If by properly disinfecting 
w’e could save a tw’o-hundred-pound 
hogs the money that he wrould bring 
on the market would pay for an enor­ 
mous amount of disinfectast material. 
Dust Irritates Lungs. 
Another m atter that must receive 
consideration is the fact that wre too 
often allow the hogs to lie in dusty 
quarters or in pens where the wind 
will blow’ over them, and trouble of 
some sort will certainly always fol­ 
low’ this practice. 
The dust has a 
tendency to irritate the lungs and the 
draft blowing in through the doors 
and windows will often start serious 
lung troubles. 
Where hogs are al­ 
lowed to lie entirely in the open un­ 
der these conditions winds blowing 
over them are comparatively harm­ 
less. 
Some of the men who are working 
to reduce hog cholera and urging the 
farmers where trouble has occurred 
to disinfect their premises and give 
the place a thorough clean-up, one of 
these men in discussing his troubles 
along this line said: “A good many 
of them would allow’ the place to be 
cleaned up, if I would buy the ma­ 
terial and do the work.”
